City Council has approved a 
highly controversial rezoning 
around Lake Smith. 

The decision followed a public 
hearing of close to 2V4 hours 
Monday afternoon. 



The vote was 8-2 to rezone 7.5 
acres from R-1 Residential with a 
PD-H2 (planned development) 
overlay. The property is located 
on the south side of Northam- 
pton Boulevard at the inter- 
section of Shell Road. 

Residents in the area wanted 



the property to remain R-1, 
saying that higher density zoning 
would unfavorably impact the 
lake which is a Norfolk city water 
source. They also said that the 
transportation system was 
inadequate to handle additional

Two Virginia Beach artists will 
show their work at the Virginia 
Beach Arts Center's newly- 
opened satellite gallery at West- 
minister-Canterbury con- 
dominium. Paper sculptures by 
Jim Armbruster and oil paintings 
by Gloria Kolodziej will grace the 
gallery space-a spacious hallway 
with high ceilings and natural 
lighting. 

Kolodziej 's paintings are large-

media advertising, is an instruc- 
tor at Tidewater Community 
College who says of her work, 
"...painting is my first love; I 
think of it as my career." The 
paintings on view employ the 
formal characteristics of space, 
color, shape and line. And these 
formal issues are the harmonious 
ties shared with the paper sculp- 
tures-actually wail relief piwcs 
covered in plexiglass-also on 
view. 

Jim Armbruster displays 
graceful and superbly-crafted 
paper sculptures which bridge the 
gap between two-dimensional 
and three-dimensional art. Th«e 
works, like Kolodziej 's oil pain- 
tings, have a strong sense of 



space; and although they do not 
exploit color, their neutral tones 
suggest a formal and elegant 
nature. Armbruster has worked 
for The Chrysler Museum in 
Norfolk installing and designing 
all exhibitions since 1983. He has 
lived in Tidewater for 10 years; 
previously he was a rock and jazz 
musician for 15 years. Ar- 



mbruster plans to begin sculpting 
in metal and wood, and considers 
the paper work a viable tool and 
preface to these art forms.

A difference in Washington 

Reversing over five d«:4utoof political abuse of 
the economy, cutting a bloated federal government 
to size, is neither simple or easy. Cutting social 
programs, or diluting any government spending, is 
bothersome to most politicians. They want to give, 
not take. 

With this in mind, it is interesting how many 
politicians voted for the Gramm-Rudman deficit- 
reduction bill. It is understandable, with the 
slashing under way, that very few want to be iden- 
tified with it now. 

"" Congressman Norman Sisisky is one of the ex- 
ceptions. He is wading right into the political slop 
and, so far, he isn't dodging floating pork barrels. 

Sisisky said recently, "Unless we get the budget 
in order, stop this deficit spending, the train is 
going to wreck." Gramm-Rudman? "I voted for 
it." 

Sisisky suggests that Washington has tried for 
too long to do too much and, for the most part, has 
done it badly. Referring to the need for the states to 
do something about skyrocketing business liability 
insurance premiums, he said, "I feel that if 
Congress takes the problem away from the states, 
we'll mess it up more than the states." 

On social spending, he hints that not enough of 
the money goes to poor people but to a new class of 
professionals who manage the programs. He says, 
"Throwing money at a problem doesn't solve the 
problem. When you get government adminstration 
cost reaching 40 percent of the cost of the program, 
you do not have a solution. ' '

This is unusual talk for a Democrat in Virginia's

knows something about balancing budgets and cut- 
ting wasteful spending. As a businessman and a 
Virginia legislator, he buiU a reputation for doing 
both. 

In Congress, Sisisky is aiming his gun at the 
biggest spender of them all — the Defense Depart- 
ment. He says he doesn't want to cut defense spen- 
ding, just the waste. This is not idle chatter. Sisisky 
is preparing legislation that he says could cut nearly 

billioiilin^,J«fense procurement costs. The — 
proposal will address the probleni of padding cost 
estimates. 

The Virginia Congressman has graphically 
illustrated an example of four different military 
services paying four different prices for the same 
pistol, ranging from $207 a piece for the Army to 
$41 1 for the Navy. 

This reminds the writer of a situation with our 
bears 60 years ago. The brown bears were under the 
jurisdiction of the Secretary of Agriculture, the 
grizzly bears were under the care of the Secretary of 
Interior, and the polar bears under the protection 
of the Secretary of Commerce. 

The problem then was not with the bears, but 
with the government. Granted, this is not a 
polished parallel, but Sisisky does not intend to let 
this happen now to the Defense Department. He is 
drafting legislation to require the Defense Depar- 
tment to minimize cost variations and furnish 
Congress with explanations of widely differing cost 
projections when virtually identical weapons are 
being purchased by the different services. 

He says, "I want to sw those tax dollars put to 
better use in more critical areas, such as meeting 
deficit reduction targets specified by Gramm- 
Rudman." 

With this type of thinking, following up with 
legislation action, Norman Sisisky is making a 
name for himself in Virginia and making a dif- 
ference in Washington.— H.B.

How are words used 



Editor: 

"In our time, it is broadly true 
that political writing is bad 
writing. ..Political speech and 
writing are largely the defense of 
the indefensible... Thus political 
language has to consist largely of 
euphemism, question-begging 
and sheer cloudy vagueness," 
saith George Orwell. 

Orwell further shows in his 
"Politics and the English 
Language" that language is not 
servant to politics, but rather 
calls the shots. It shapes, defmes, 
motivates and in large measure 
determines the answer in political 
debate and pollster questions 
simply by the way in which it 
states the question. To think 
clearly on an issue, one must 
precisely define it. Slovenliness 
in language misleads and breeds 
foolish thought and error. 

Pollsters have long known that 
the wording of a question is 
critical and that clarity is 
dangerous and defining. They 
know that clear thinking is the 
first step toward politic*!^ 
regeneration and integrity. Most 
people do not favor "abortion on 
demand." On the other hand, 
most people are against taking 
away a women's right to control 
her body. It is not hard for 
pollsters to lure people into con- 
tradictory positions simply by 
their choice of words. The 
majority of people are for 
"reproductive freedom" and for 
the "rights of the unborn 
children." Few folks, in their 
heart of hearts arc either "anti- 
choice or anti-life." Most are 



confused by the questions they 
are asked and the spirit that im- 
parts the query. Confusion and 
lack of clarity in the use of vocal 
or written expression permeates 
our society. Words in political 
debate, media editorials, and TV 
news commentary frequently 
carry a heavy emotional charge, 
therefore acceptable verbage is 
essential in order to propagate 
fair findings and positions on 
volatile issues. 

It is virtually impossible for 
anyone to object to offering any 
group of people their "rights." 
Rights are as American as 
Thomas Jefferson; and 
discrimination conjures up the 
"back of the bus" syndrome, 
which America is still repentant 
of. Yet we know that such terms 
often confuse rather than 
illuminate, political issues. 
There are rights whose creation 
nearly everyone agrees would 
threaten the very fabric of 
society; the right to steal, to mugi 
to Tf fuse.to jmy taxes. There are , 
t fociofi of (iiscrimination that sier-!. 
ve as the foundaton of a just 
system of law. A person of good 
judgement is called 

discriminating. Discretion in life 
is considered admirable. We all 
discriminate, whether in the 
choice of products at the super- 
market or determining the guilt 
or innocence of a defendant, as a 
juror. 

The misuse of these words in 
order to curry favor or demand 
unearned priviledges is un- 
desirable. While the words make 
fine political slogans, they do not 



always advance clear political 
analysis. To accomplish that ob- 
jective, it is necessary to be 
careful, concise, clear, and 
honestly definitive in our com- 
munication, written or spoken. 
It is important that the issue, 
whatever it is, be fully and impar- 
tially explained so that the whole 
truth be known. All social 
engineering is proceeded by ver- 
bal engineering. Today, our 
language is often compromised, 
dilluted and abused in order to 
make evil appear good and good 
appear evil. By so doing, it has 
blinded our eyes and hardened 
our hearts to essential life giving 
issues and we are paying the price 
for it in every part of society.

Virginia Power loves trees too

Larg e utility companies like 

"V&gteia P&net are always the 

target of complaints from 

Virginia Beach, as well as other 

residents. 

I am not qualified to speak on 
such matters as rate structure, 
profit margins, nuclear power, 
and the like. But when people 
complain about'the way Virginia 
Power deals with trees, they are 
way off base. I recently visited 
Jeff Smith, Virginia Power 
forester, who is in charge of 
maintaining trees along 5,541 
miles of right-of-way in 
Southeastern Virginia. Jeff spoke 
to me about the issue of tree 
trinuning along power lines. 

In the urban or suburban 



forest, two things sure to «>me 
into conflict are trees and power 
lines. It is not always the tree that 
loses, either. According to Smith, 
tree limbs are the biggest cause of 
power outages in this area. 
Trimming trees is also the 
utility's largest single maintenan- 
ce expense, coming close to $3 
million in Hampton Roads. 

Smith says that his company 
employs professional tree trim- 
ming contractors who use the 
"natural trimming" technique. 
Using this method, branches too 
near power Unesare generally cut 
at the point where they grow 
from a parent limb or the trunk. 
This technique allows the trees to 
grow away from the line and 
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avoids the topped or hatrack ap- 
pearance that is so unsightly. In 
addition, no dead stubs are left 
and new growth is concentrated 
on fewer, sturdier limbs which 
means lighter cutting in sub- 
sequent trimmings. 

One common complaint Smith 
often hears is that power lines 
could be relocated undergroimd 
away from tree tops. He notes 
that this only transfers the main- 
tenance problon from the top to 
the roots where disturbance could 
be fatal to a tree. He advocates 
planning of tree location and 
proper species selection as the 
best ways to minimize the tree- 
powerline conflict. Smith says

Virginia Beach has been ex- 
periencing tremendous growth 
and that growth has impacted 
heavily on our environment. The 
rapid growth we have experien- 
ced has brought with it the 
inevitable decrease in green, open 
space and the loss of forest land. 
This is the price that American 
cities usually pay for progress. 
Our city and state governments 
do have some programs to return 
greenery to our cities, but in the 
cost-conscious 80's these 
programs are unable to keep up 
with the rapid changes in our 
area. 

In the final analysis, the main- 
tenance of trees and other 
greenery in our city is not a 
21 governmental decision, but 
rather one made by individuat 
groups of citizens. Citizen in- 
volvement often needs a vehicle 
through which to work. One ex- 
cellent program for the coor- 
dination of environmentally con- 
cerned citizen groups is the Green 
Survival Program sponsored by 
the American Association of 
Nurserymen. Green Survival 
focuses on planting and main- 
taining greenery in urban areas. 

Could this program make a 
difference in Virginia Beach? 
Well, here is what happened in a 
city with many similarities to our 
own, Raleigh, North Carolina. 
Like Virginia Beach, Raleigh was 
"discovered" in the mid-70's and 
has been experiencing rapid 
population and biisiness growth. 
In Raleigh, local nurserymen 
formed a Green Survival City 
Commission that included the 
city government, the business 
community, service and fraternal 
organizations, the school system, 
church and senior citizens 
groups. At monthly meetings, the 
lisU of possible projects grew. 

Projects which have been com- 
pleted include the creation of a 
new park and environmental cen- 
ter, a bike and nature trails 
* through the city's woodland, the 
cleanup and revitalization of 
older city parks, and the addition 
of shade trees to various shop- 
ping malls. One major project 
was the establishment of "green 
fingers" spanning the natural 
water courses running through 
the city. Free trees were 
distributed to many 

householders. An anonymous 



organization matched, one for 
one, the many private donations 
of trees for park, school and 
church grounds. Three garden 
clubs planted hundreds of 
flowering crab apple and crape 
myrtle tteis. "H)' oUtdo the 
famous trees along the Tidal 
Basin in Washington, they plan- 
ted 1 300 Japanese cherry trees. 

In Raleigh, the impact of the 
Green Survival Program was so 
great that politicians were even 
elected on Green Survival plat- 
forms. The business of area nur- 
serymen increased threefold. 

Could such a program work 
here? Certainly. Virginia Beach 
has many excellent, hardworking 



citizen groups and enviroimiental 
awareness is high. 

A major benefit of the 
program is that the city reaps a 
tremendous benefit with virtually 
no cost to the taxpayer. The 
program focuses responsibility 
for environmental improvement 
on the individual, not the gover- 
nment. The program's slogan is 
"Green Survival... it depends on 
you."

It is a demographic fact of hfe 
that nearly half of the mothers of 
small children in this country are 
employed outside of their homes. 
It is also a fact that society does 
not easily acknowledge that 
women work for economic 
reasons which may be coupled 
with career goals. As a result, 
parents remaining home with 
their children, as well gs working 
mothers, have been mislabeled. 

Two recent books dealing with 
this theme have received national 
attention. Deborah Fallows, a 
"stay home mother" (who hap- 
pend to hold a PhD), wrote A 
Mother's Work to explain how 
she had grown to realize the 
tremendous power and impact 
vested in mothers who truly 
shaped their children's liv«a. 
Fallows is unniseessarily defensive, , 
as to why she has enjoyed 
unrestricted time with her sons 
and barely recognizes the role of 
fathers. It is interesting that this 
book was intended to share a per- 
sonal and fulfilling experience 
because instead, a large portion 
of the volume is devoted to 
negative-only descriptions of 
substitute care for children. All 
of the reporting is probably 
truthful but at least some of it is 
very biased. 
A Lesser Lge/The Myth of 



The differences between A 
Mother's Work and A Lesser 
Life is attitudinal. Fallows feels a 
strong need to defend her per- 
sonal choice and does so by im- 
plying that all other options are 
unacceptable. She barely nods at 
one parent and poor families and 
refuses to consider the plight of 
the very poor who have children. 
Hewlett more clearly describes 
the economic pressures felt. by 
many parents of the middle and 
lower classes and realistically 
discusses the lack of support 
within society for working 
mothers. Working mothers 
reading Fallows will return her 
need to defend a choice. Concer- 
ned parents on both sides of the 
issue will find Hewlett extremely 
thought-provoking and will agree 
that this sensitive topic is still 
evolving. 



Women's Liberation In America 
by Sylvia Ann Hewlett addresses 
many of the same issues in a less 
opinionated manner. As a college 
professor (also with a PhD) who 
believed that women had made 
great strides socially, Hewlett 
discovered through personal ex- 
perience that feminists made little 
room in the professional arena 
for the needs of working 
mothers. She notes that 
European women, in contrast, 
have long maternity leaves and 
more opportunities for accep- 
table substitute child care 
whenever they do return to the 
workplace. The disparity between 
male and female earnings is the 
same as it was in 1939 and 
Hewlett wonders whether the 
much heralded women's 
niovement has actually translated 
into progress for women who 
chose to be mother'!

Construction recently com- 
menced on the combined Cor- 
porate Headquarters Center of 
Search and Recruit International 
and Employment Services, as an- 
nounced by Gerald Yagen, 
President of both companies.

SAN DIEGO-When the USS 
Robison sails for the Pacific, skill 
and know-how are at its helm. 

Raymond Lewis Jr. of Virginia 
Beach is a member of the highly 
trained crew that maintains the 
capability and readiness of this 
destroyer. 

The 24-year-old son of 
Raymond and Cynthia Lewis of 
Virginia Beach is the boiler of- 
ficer aboard the Robison. 

"My main job is managing the 
operation of the two firerooms 
and four boilers of the ship," 
says the lieutenant junior grade. 

"I'm also responsible for the 
maintenance and repairs of the 
boilers and other related equip- 
ment. I've got 35 men working 
under me with three chief petty 
officers. I don't do repairs 
myself, but I make sure repairs 
are done. 

"My job is important to the 
operation of the ship,«because my 
division keeps the firerooms and 



boilers running. My guys are 
needed when the ship needs to 
steam." 

The Robison, celebrating 25 
years of naval service this year, 
was built in Bay City, Mich.

1%1, the ship is 437 feet long and 
displaces 4,500 tons.

Sonar, antisubmarine 
rockets and torpedoes enable 
Robison to combat submarines. 
Its guided missiles can be used 
against aircraft and warships. 
The Robison's two 5-inch .54 
caliber rapid-fire guns add the 
firepower needed to engage sur- 
face, air and shore threats. -

Failure to comply with Seed 
Tree Law may result in fine

In Virginia, approximately 77 
percent of the forest resource is 
owned by private landowners. 
Every year many landowners 
decide to harvest dl or a portion 
of their timber. 

The reasons niay vary from 
an immediate need for cash, a 
mature stand of timber in need of 
cutting, an insect or disease 
problem which is destroying tim- 
ber value, or simply an enticing 
offer from a local logger or lum- 
ber company. Whatever the 
reason for selling, the timberland 
owner will likely find that he or 
she is subject to Virginia's Seed 
Tree Law. 

The Seed Tree Law, enacted 
early in this century and amended 
in 1972, applies to any acre where 
pine constitutes more than 10 
percent of the live trees six inches 
or more in diameter at the stump 
height. The law requires: 

•Eight pine trees fourteen in- 
ches in diameter to be left per 
acre. 



•If a seed tree fourteen inches 
or greater is not present, two of 
the next largest trees in diameter 
of the same pine species must be 
left iaits place. 

•The seed trees must be lelT" 
uncut for three years f ollow ing 
the timber harvest. 

The basic objective of the Seed 
Tree Law is to procure prompt 
reforestation of cutover land. 
Since reforestation is the intent of 
the law, a person is permitted not 
to leave seed trees provided he 
secures the approval of the State 
Forester for an effective 
reforestation plan to be carried 
out following cutting the timber. 
Such plans usually involve site 
preparation by fire or mechanical 
means followed by planting of 
pine seedlings. 

Timber owners planning to 
clear or develop the harvested 
timberland are not required to 
leave seed trees or file an Alter- 
nate Management Plan. 
However, they must notify the 
State Forester of their inten- 



tions regarding the property. 
Also, clearing activity must begin 
within one year for agricultural 
use and within two years for 
building sites. 

Either means oT~c6inpIiance 
with the Seed Tree Law will im- 
pose a cost on the landowner. By 
leaving seed trees, the timber 
owner forgoes the income he 
could receive if these trees were 
harvested. Usually, the ad- 
ditional income derived from 
harvesting potential seed trees is 
more than adequate to pay for 
reforestation under the Alternate 
Management Plan (AMP) filed 
with the State Forester. 
Generally, reforestation done 
under an AMP usually results in 
a more uniform and higher- 
yielding stand replacing the one 
that was harvested. 

Knowledge of the Smi Tree 
Law is important for two 
reasons. Very often, timber 
buyers do not advise prospective 
sellers of their responsibilities 
under the law. The seller will.

A portion of Back Bay 
National Wildlife Refuge will be 
closed to the public through Octo 
ber31. 

The closing is part of an effort 
to provide undisturbed feeding 
and resting habitat for many 
species of shorebirds including 
the piping plover, a bird which 
was recently listed on the U.S. 
Fish and Wildlife Service's 
threatened and endangered 
species list. 

At this time, the only section of 
refuge beach open to swimming 
and sunbathing activities will be 
the northern most V4-mile, ad- 
jacent to Little Island City Park. 
The next '/4-milc section of 
beach, to the south, will be closed 
to all uses except through foot 
traffic will be allowed on a strip 
of beach next to the water. 

To further protect the area 
closed for wildlife, the Shorebird 
Botfdwalk Trail will be closed 
for public use during this time. 
The remainder of the refuge 
beach, south of the vehicular ac- 
cess ramp, will be open to 
wildlife-oriented activities such as 
hiking, nature photography, 
wildlife observation and sur- 
ffishmg. Parking for these ac- 
tivities only will be permitted at 
the refuge office. 

Visitors wishing to use the nor- 
thern !4-mile for swimming and 
sunbathing must park at Little 
Island City Park. Visitors wan- 



therefore, not factor the cost of 
compliance into his decision to 
sell. Most buyers offer prices 
based on harvest of all merchant- 
able pine trees on the site. Also, 
failure to comply with the Seed 
Tree Law or file and Alternate 
Management Plan can result in a 
fine of $10 for each seed tree not 
left as required. This can be a 
sizable fine, even on a timber sale 
of small acreage. 

When planning a timber sale, it 
is best to consult a forestry 
professional. While your city 
forester can help when planning a 
timber sale, it is best to get some 
assistance from a consulting 
forester. A list of consulting 
foresters can be obtained from 
the Virginia Division of Forestry. 
Consulting foresters can help 
you prepare the sale area and 
market your timber for top 
dollar. They will also take steps 
to insure that you remain in com- 
pliance with the Seed Tree Law. 



Knowledge of road rules essential 



Now that the snow is gone and 
spring is officially here, more 
bicycles will start to appear on 
Virginia Beach roadways and the 
r boardwalk again. Maintenance 
of your bicycle and knowing the 
rules of the road are essential in 
helping prevent bike-related 
mishaps. 

To help decrease the number of 
bike-related injuries and deaths, 
here are some tips: 

•Select a bicycle that fits your 
size and need. You should be able 
to reach the j^dals comfortably 
and the saddle shouldn't be 



higher than your hip. Every 
bicjscle should be equipped with a 
bell or horn, headlight, taillight, 
front and rear reflectors, pedal 
reflectors, and reflective material 
on both sides. 

•Keep your bicycle in good 
working condition. Clean and 
grease the chain, tighten handle- 
bars, check tires and brakes. 
Have reflectors and lights in 
working order. 

•Wear a helmet. At night wear 
light-colored clothing. 

•Know and nhev the 



regulations governing bicycle 
riding in your community. 

•Ride single file on the right 
side of the road with the flow of 
traffic - never facing it. Never 
make a sudden change of course. 

•Obey all traffic signs, signals 
and lights. Always use proper 
hand signals and always look 
before turning; otherwise, keep 
hands on handlebars, 

•Liberty Mutual also advises 
that you give right of way to 
pedestrians. Slow down at inter- 
sections, look both ways before 
crossing. Give a clear warning 



ting to participate in activities 
such as wildlife observation, 
hiking or surf fishing may use the 
Dune Trail, south of the refuge 
headquarters, for access to the 
southern beach. Surfing and 
dune trespass will not be permit- 
ted on any portion of the refuge. 

It is Realized that this closure 
and new policy will inconvenien- 
ce some refuge visitors who have 
been Accustomed to using this 
stretch of beach for sunbathing, 
swimming, and surfing. 
However, there are very few 
places left where these birds can 
rest and feed without disturban- 
ce. If they are not afforded 
protection particularly on 
National Wildlife Refuges, 
established for that purpose, 
piping plover and other shorebir- 
ds will continue to decUne in 
numbers. For this program to 
work the full cooperation of 
refuge visitors will be needed. 

Shorebirds, "strch'sr trtpinf " 
plovers, are highly susceptible to 
disturbance arising from intense 
public use of beaches. Biologists 
agree that the population decline 
of this bird over the past few 
decades has been directly related 
to overuse of plover habitat by 
individuals engaged in beach 
oriented activities. The closure 
and other beach use changes will 
help provide additional undistur- 
bed habitat for the piling plover 
and other shorebird species using 
the refuge.

homeowners should consider the 
height a tree will attain when it 
reaches maturity. If mature 
height is over 40 feet and the tree 
is near a line, trimming is almost 
a certainty. 

Smith would like to see 
homeowners select small trees for 
planting under power lines, fil- 
ter yet, he would like to see these 
trees planted at least 20-25 feet 
off the right-of-way. Even at 
maturity, small trees located to 
the side of power lines will 
require only a light side trim- 
ming. Some of his tree planting 
recommendations include: 
Japanese maple, star magnolia, 
dogwoods, Bradford pear, 



crabapple, and rosebud. Besides 
being suitable for locating near 
power lines, these selections offer 
either showy flowers or lots of all 
color.

taught at TCC in Virginia Beach 
is worth four credits in 
laboratory science. The first 
course consists of the history of 
oceanography, and the develop- 
ment and physical characteristics 
of ocean basins. The second in- 
volves studying ocean processes- 
-waves, tides and sea water 
chemistry. The third course, in- 
, jcludes various topics in marine 
^iology. 

With the new "hands on" 
learning approach, all of the 
courses can be utili»d to satisfy a 
student's personal interest in 
oceanography, or to provide ac- 
tual experience as preparation for 
a career in earth sciences. 

TCC has recently begun to 
evaluate the changes made in its 
oceanography studies, as well as 
the current program which has 
resulted. "It was our first year 
(for a hands on approach); so 



there is always room for im- 
provement," stated Lyle. So far, 
though, "students appear to be 
pleased" with the active learning 
approach. 

Presently, Lyle is spending 
time on re-designing the labs to 
make them "even more effec- 
tive." Plans are already under- 
way to offer more student 
oeeanographic cruises. And, in 
an effort to afford more people 
the opportunity to study the sub- 
ject, TCC will be offering both a 
day and an evening course in 
Basic Oceanography this fall 
semester.

It's time for the Shrine circus!

This weekend the 23rd annual 
Shriner's Circus will be held at 
the Union Kempsville Stadium at 
the corner of Virginia Beach 
Boulevard and Witchduck Road. 

To the throngs of attendees ex- 
pected to turnout for this year's 
event, the circus will appear to 
have come off effortlessly. But 
there's a lot of hard work that 
goes into it. 

According to George T. Stagg, 
an account executive at Pruden- 
tial-Bache Securities and this 
year's circus chairman, plans for 
this year's event were underway 
as early as last October. 

The circus operates under a 
$75,000 budget, up considerably 
from the $5,000 to $10,000 
budget it had 23 years ago. 
During the circus, there will be 10 
shows with between 50 and 100 
Shriners working for each show. 
Many of the Shriners take 
vacation time from work to make 
the circus special for the 
thousands of underprivileged 
and deserving people who come 
out with their families and frien- 
ds for the fun and excitement. 

Stagg, a 12-ycar Virginia beach 
resident, became involved with 
the Shriners 10 years ago. 

"I was impressed with the

A past president of the Norfolk 
Shrine Club, Stagg said coor- 
dinating all the little things, like 
coordinating food sales and 
scheduling the manpower, can be 
tedious. But because of all the 
Shriner's help, it's not really all 
that hard. 

In the circus' early years, 
perhaps only about $5,000 was 
made off the circus. That money 



goes in the Shriner's general 
operating budget which pays for 
the many benefit fund-raising ac- 
tivities the group conducts during 
the year, such as the Oyster Bowl 
and as many as 1 1 parades 
throughout Hampton Roads. 
This year's circus is expected to 
raise between $35,000 and*^ 
$40,000. 

In the local four-city area, 
there are about 6,000 Shriners. 
In Virginia Beach there are about 
1,200 to 1,500. 

This weekend, it is exported 
that between 25,000 and 30,000 
youngsters will for free view the 
circus. In essence, the Shriners 
subsidize the circus. That's 
because upwards to 2,500 
Shriners pay $20 each to purchase 
the tickets allowing under- 
privileged and deserving people 
to attend the circus. 

Stagg emphasizes that no cir- 
cus revenues go to the Shriner's 
hospitals for burned and crippled 
children. Other activities 
throughout the year finance 
them. 

"The bottom line is this," 
Stagg said. "If not for the 
generosity of the general Shriner 
memjjership, who contribute $20 
to sponsor the children, and their 
willingness to take the time from

their busy schedules, we would 
not be able to have the things we 
do for so reasonable a rate." 

Hot dogs and cokes at the 
Shriner's circus don't cost $1 and 
$1,50 like at other big circuses. 
Shriner's only charge fifty cents 
for cokes and popcorn, and $1 
for hot dogs. Admission costs are 
also comparatively low. Another 
reason for the low prices is that 
the Shriners donate four days of 
free labor. Parking is also free.

Tax reform and home porting 

The Senate Finance Committee has approved a 
new tax reform plan. It is an ambitious initiative 
and is good news for most Virginia Beach 
American taxpayers. 

The tax reform bill would reduce our present 
system of 14 tax brackets to just two. Every 
American would either pay 27 percent or 15 percent 
or no taxes at all. Over 80 percent of the American 
taxpayers would pay no more than 15 percent. In 
addition, 6 million working poor would pay 
nothing. There is a tough minimum tax imposed on 
wealthy corporations and individuals-to ensure 
that everyone pays their fair share. 

The only way to reduce tax rates is to eliminate 
the vast array of credits, exemptions and deduc- 
tions from which we all benefit, in some way. By 
giving up some individual benefits, we will alH>e 
rewarded with remarkably lower tax rates. 

People will have a much greater incentive and 
reward for things like hard work, savings, produc- 
tivity and entrepreneural activity. That means more 
economic growth, more jobs and greater prosperity 
for all. 

Opposed to the home porting 

I am opposed to the Navy's plan to disperse our 
fleet to new ports around the country. 

While we need to ensure that the Navy's ships 
meet our national security needs, this plan fails on 
many counts and is flawed on many counts. 

Some of the new home ports would be located in 
commercial harbors. Rather than improving our 
defensive posture, these new locations would make 
our fleet more vulnerable to sabotage and terrorist 
attack. 

Moreover, military strategy would be jeopar- 
dized, not improved, by scattering ships across the 
United States. Battle groups, for example, would 
not be stationed at the same ports, so command 
and control would be compromised. 

The home plan is also incredibly expensive. The 
Navy estimates that it will cost nearly a billion 
dollars. That is a lot of money, and I think those 
funds should be used to meet more pressing needs . 

Frankly, the Navy has failed to make its case on 
the merits and there is good reason to believe the 
costs of the home port proposal will be very expen- 
sive. —U.S. Senator FwlTrible

Bulter successfully combines old Gideon with new 



John Creasey used at least 
twenty-six pseudonyms, each one 
representing a different series 
character. Creasey carefully gave 
each character a full life, with 
growing "families, friends, and 
associates. One of his most 
popular creations was George 
Gideon of Scotland Yard, about 
whom Creasey wrote under the 
pen name of J. J. Marric. When 
Creasey died in 19*73, Gideon, 
like Inspector West, Patrick 
Dawlish, Dr. Palfrey, and The 
Baron, all Creasey characters, 
were left in limbo. 

William Vivian Butler has suc- 
cessfully resurrected George 
Gideon. Writing as J. J. Marric, 
Butler has now completed three ' 
Gideon novels. 

The latest, Gideon's Way, 
joins Gideon's Force and 
Gideon's Law in continuing the 
saga of the burly Commander 
and his family. Butler effectively 
uses Creasey's terse, clipped sen- 
tence structure and introspective 
interrogative sentences to 
recreate the Creasey mood. He 
combines these with the simple 
plots, full of coincidence, that are 
also a hallmark of the Creasey/ 



Marric style. Finally, Butler pays 
close attention to the people 
Creasey created and portrays 
them convincingly. 

George Gideon remains the in- 
tense, intuitive policeman who is 
not afraid to put himself in 
danger if there is a good chance 
of apprehending a criminal or 
stopping a crime. He continues to 
question the decisions of his 
superiors. 

In Gideon*s Way, His superior 
is his son-in-law and former 
assistant, Alec Hobbs. Hobbs 
has married Gideon's daughter, 
Penny, who has become a suc- 
cessful concert pianist. In 
Butler's newest book. Penny and 
Alec have just become the paren- 
ts of George Hobbs, the first 
Gideon grandchild. When ten- 
day-old George is kidnapped, 
both Hobbs and Gideon must 
deal with the anguish and uncer- 
tainity this causes, as well as 
comfort Penny and Kate Gideon, 
while continuing to guide the 
Yard from the Hobbs home. In 
protecting Kate, Gideon almost 
loses an essential clue to the kid- 
napping that only Kate can give. 

In the midst of this personal 



crisis, Gideon learns of an ex- 
plosive situation brewing in the 
precinct of his impulsive friend 
Chief Superintendent Lemaitre. 
Someone has been giving loaded 
^ns to the unstable viewers of 
the X-rated movie They Killed 
for Thrills. These folks have then 
been randomly shooting people 
after leaving the show. Lemaitre 
is afraid that the atmosphere of 
fear and distrust created by these 
shootings will erupt in violence 
when two militant and 
diametrically opposed political 
groups rally that evening. Alec 
Hobbs believes that the random 
shootings are just that, random, 
and refuses permission for ad- 
ditional police to be seconded to 
Lemaitre's division.

The jungle : 
from the 
other side

The weather was terrible. I 
did not want to make the flight 
but the people in Durban 
needed the medicine. If I had 
waited any longer the new, 
unknown disease would have 
swept through and annihilated 
the entire population.

I plotted my course at a low 
aftittiSe because of the high 
turbulance of the foul weather. 
Suddenly 1 entered the nucleus 
of the worst storm I have ever 
experienced. Torrents of rain 
pounded the wings of my plane. 
The whipping wind thrashed- 
the plane like it was a balsa 
wood flyer — like the ones I 
had played with as a boy. The 
storm's power was too great. 
The plane was going down, 1 
had lost all control! 

I awoke, strewn upon a rock. 
My sight was blurred. The 
smoldering wreckage of my 
plane littered the damp floor of 
a dense jungle. All was quiet 
except the occasional cry of a 
distant bird. I checked myself 
for injuries; I had none except a 
few superficial cuts and bruis<^. 

I clambered about the dark 
forest and the wreckage sear- 
ching for items that would help 
me survive. I found a little 
food, a knife, and a few mat- 
ches. I guess everything had 
been burned. I was grateful to 
be alive and I prayed that I 
would see my family and frien- 
ds again. I fell asleep shivering 
and lonely. 

In the morning I s^ out, 
walking east towards the sun. 
After a while I came to a stream 
and followed it in the direction 
it flowed. 

I stopped to rest, taking a 
drink from the narrow rush of 
water.

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A nation prepared: Teachers for the 21st century 
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It's been three years since the 
mind-shaking report "A Nation 
At Risic" was published, a report 
that stirred much controversy 
and caused a flurry of activity 
aimed at plugging the academic 
gaps identified in the report. 

This type of reactive remedy 
was singled out specifically in a 
new Carnegie Study entitled, "A 
Nation Prepared: Teachers for 
the 21st Century." The Carnegie 
R<^Tns~"r. an attempt to meet 
the demands of a drastically 
changing world economy, rather 
than to 'repair' a damaged 
educational system." The report 
rejects the "language of decline" 
that dominated the "Nation At 
Risk" report. 

Fourteen prominent leaders; 
executive business people, 
political officers (past and 
present), university staff and 
teacher organization presidents 
served as members of the Car- 
negie panel to make a series of 
sweeping recommendations. 
From the viewpoint of the 
National Education Association, 
some of the recommendations are 
excellent, a few recommen- 
dations are matters of deep ap- 
prehension. As it was with the 
"Nation At Risk" report, "A 
Nation Prepared" surprised 
everyone except the teachers and 
the Association to which most of 
them belong. 



Some of the recommendations 
are: 

•A restructuring of schools to 
increase teachers' decision- 
making responsibility and 
professional autonomy. 

The VEA has been saying this 
to the Virginia General Assembly 
for years but its requests have 
been consistently and arbitrarily 
rebuffed. The VBEA has tried, 
year after year, to increase 
teacher input at the building level 
in Virginia Beach but no 
meaningful plan has ever been 
agreed upon. 

•Significant increases in teacher 
salaries to make them more com- 
petitive with other professions. 

Virginia Beach teachers have 
made great strides in salary im- 
provement over the llast four 
years but the benchmark for a 
eoflipetitive salary scale is 
illusive; it keeps changing upward 
Seg ment s^-QULleaching staff, 
such as our more experienced 
teachers, are hurt more and more 
each year as their buying power 
continues to diminish. 

•Rigorous standards for 
teacher certification. 

•Creation of a National Board 
for Professional Teaching Stan- 
dards. 

While we have reservations 
about a 'National Board', the 
Virginia Education Association 
attempted for years to get a state 
professional standards board 
established to regulate the cer- 
tification standards and the 
academic requirements to obtain 
certification. The General 
Assembly and the Virginia 
School Boards Association have 
opposed this and fought it year 
after year and continue to do so. 

•More continuing education 
opportunities for teachers in- 
cluding teacher-run, district- 
based staff development centers. 

At one time, teacher centers 
were in operation, a program 
initiated and nourished by the 
NEA, but budget cuts and op- 
position by local school boards 
brought an end to that program. 



It's needed again. Teachers in 
Virginia Beach would just like to 
have input into the local in- 
service programs. That would be 
a start. 

There are other recommen- 
dations that are given in "A 
Nation Prepared," but space 
here does not allow a comprehen- 
sive analysis. One recommen- 
dation about which we have cori- 
sierable apprehension would call 
for experiments with 'market ap- 
proaches' to increase school 
productivity. This is a smoke 
screen for school vouchers, a 
process by which taxpayers 
would pay for students to go to 
private and parochial schools. 
The Association has always op- 
posed and will continue to op- 
pose such a program. 

Mary Hatwood Futrell, 
President of the Natrona! 
Education Association, was the 
only classroonLteacher. an- 4he_ 
Carnegie Panel and was in- 
strumental in bringing about 
many changes before the final 
report was written. Her experien- 
ce, combined with the_ wjibl?^ . 
scenario of 'public surprise' at 
what most classroom teachers 
have known for years, offers a 
lesson of its own: If you want to 
know what's going on in 
America's classrooms, ASK A 
TEACHER. If you want to know 
what's needed to give your child 
the education to which he or she 
is entitled, ASK A TEACHER. 
This brief lesson applies to paren- 
ts, politicians, the community, 
the media and administrators.

Expansion 

The museum may be expan- 
ded. Phase II, in three years or 
so. There is 25,000 square feet 
set aside for expansion. 

1,000 fish 

The museum in, in total, con- 
tains 1,000 live marine 
specimens, representing about 
100 different species 
everything from fish to reptiles 
to frogs and turtles. 

400 animals 

Contained within the 50,000- 
gallon Chesapealce Bay 
aquarium and touch-tank are 
about 400 animals. 

Biacic drum wanted 

In the future the museum 
hopes to obtain a 40-pound 
black drum to accompany the 
six red drum it already has. The 
drum were caught at the Hat- 
teras Fishing pier. 



Fish canght with rod 

Most of the aquarium fish 



were caught with a fishing rod. 
Until the fish arrived at the 
museum they were kept at?j 
Camp Pendleton in a 2,000- 
gallon storage tank. Pound nets 
(fish traps) are also sometimes 
used to capture the fish but are 
not ofteii used because they can 
damage the fishes' gills or fins. 
The museum also hopes to 
acquire some small sea turtles, 
and some smaller sea sharks to 
accompany the few angel and 
nurse sharks it now has. 

Attrition 

On a year to year basis, the 
museum may lose up to 10% of 
its fish through natural at- 
trition. Lost fish will be 
replaced. While moving into the 
museum, only 12 fish died. 

5,000 visitors a day 

The museum can hold bet- 



ween 500 and 1,000 visitors at a 
time and up to about 5,000 a 
day. On a yearly basis, up to 
290,000 people are expected to 
visit the museum. 

Water bill 

The museum will not incur a 
high water bill because unlike 
many other marine science 
museums, it will draw and filter 
all its water from a natural 
source: Owls Creek.

The visitors 
approached the objects with 
reverence -- as if they were 
sacred relics rather than cast-offs 
of a popular art form. Movies 
had obviously touched them 
deeply.

Oscar Selznick received for the 
finished product. 

Not only did the efforts earn 10 
Academy Awards, they were 
responsible for a photoplay 
which has achieved, over 48 
years, iconic stature. Few films 
have garnered and sustained 
GWTW's critical and popular ac- 
claim. 

Because they embrace so many 
aspects of a single movie, the 
OWTW objects come closest to 
fully illustrating how the con- 
tributory nature of motion pic- 
ture making can lead to 
"lcgt.-d." Other articles in the 
exhibit accomplish the same goal 
on a less comprehensive basis. 

Hence, quality and quantity of 
memorabilia is equally stressed to 
evoke rather than to represent the 
theme. 

The resulting variety makes the 
display pleasurable for all ages. 
There are enough items from the 
famous movies of every era to 
satisfy young and old alike. 

From the silent years, there's a 
policeman's helmet once worn by 
one of Mack Sennett's Keystone 
Kops, Tom Mix's cowboy hat, 
and Valentino's bullfighting out- 
fit from B/ood and Sanit . 

Thp thirties follow wfth^ t 
white, neon-edged violin (among 
the many used in a showy number 
from Busby Berkley's Gold 
Diggers of 1933), and Wiwrd 
o/Oz and GffTff trinkets. 

"Rosebud," the sled from 
Citizen Kane, and the piano 
Dooley Wilson played "As time 
Goes By" on the Casablanca 
round out the forties. 

The fifties make a strong 
showing with Gary Cooper's 
pistols and holsters from High 
Noon, but it's the golden calf 
from C. B. DeMille's biblical 
epic. The Ten Commandments 
that really stands out. 

The sixties area is weak in 
comparison to the other sections 
(perhaps because of the lessening 
of Hollywood's power at the 
time). Only the dress Marilyn 
Monroe wore when she serenaded 
JFK with "Happy Birthday" is 
worthy of note. 

The seventies and the present 
are almost entirely taken over by 
the science fiction/ fantasy genre. 
George Lucas* C-3P0, the gold 
robot from Star Wars, and 
Ewoks, the teddy bear creatures 
from Return of the Jedi, vie 
with Steven Spielberg's gremlins 
(from Gremlins) for top honors.

Reality remains fascinating on 
every level. It is successful as a 
study in American history (or 
mythology if you choose), an ex- 
plortion of celluloid art and' its 
influence, or a nostalgic trip 
down memory lane. 

Divulgence of a few trade 
secrets makes for the display's 
only unsettling aspect. When one 
is shown just how cinematic 
sleight of hand is performed, it's 
hard to react without ambivalen- 
ce. Certainly it's interesting to 
learn how illusions are created, 
but it's also a little disheartening 
to see them shattered. It's sort of 
sad to be faced with a three-inch- 
high King Kong (the miniature 
from the 1933 movie) that one 
recalls as being building-sized. 
You're overcome by a feeling you 



haven't felt since you found out 
the truth about Santa. Staring at 
reality is no easy task. 

it wasn't hard to empathize 
with the little gi{l as she glared 
with frustration at Dorothy's 
scuffed, gaudy, spangled shoes 
knowing full well that they were 
covered with jewels.

Monday condemnation 
proceedings against land now in 
litigation in Norfolk Circuit 
Court. More than 30 Ocean Park 
residents showed up at Council 
meeting Monday to ask Council 
to condem the underlying in- 
terests in the property for public 
use. 

The property involves a couple 
of miles of beach front, small city 
park sites and a paper street to 
which Edwin Lindsley claims title 
as owner of the defunct Ocean 
Park Corporation. 

The corporation filed a suit 
claiming ownership of the 
property in Circuit Court in Nor- 
folk where the receiver for the 
property resides. Virginia Beach 
filed a counter suit claiming the 
Beach has title by adverse use. 
That is, the city has title because 
it has used the property. 

The title controversy has been 
going on for 20 years, according 
to Judith Connors, President of 
the Owan Park Civic League. 
The issue has been ijnder 
litigation for about half that 
long. 

Charles Salle, attorney for the 
residents said that the cor- 
poration claims all areas on the 
plot shown as "reserved." The 
court has to decide what the 
"reserved" means. 

He said the ownership could be 
put to rest if the city agrees with 
the property owners that the 
property was reserved for public 
use, condems the land, and puts 



it in the public domain. 

The concern of the people has 
been growing during recent years 
because of the increased erosion 
of the beaches and the absence of 
a program of sand replenish- 
ment. 

Another resident, Jean 
Oilman, said that sand is being 
dredged from the Lynnhaven and 
used to replenish beaches on the 
resort strip. 

Salle said that the U.S. Corps 
of Engineers would use the Ocean 
Park beaches as a spoil site, 
replenishing those beaches, if the 
title were, clear. The question 
would be settled if the land was 
condemned for public use. Salle 
said he thought the city would 
prevail. 

Salle said, "We have documen- 
ted the fact that the erosion was 
"caused by the Corps of 
Engineers and not by God." 

Councilman John A. Baum 
said that the fault lies with the ex- 
tension of the statute of 
limitations for defunct cor- 
porations. 

Councilman J. Henry McCoy 
Jr. said that the citizens "have 
been bounced around from court 
to the General Assembly to 
here", and that Council should 
"do something." 

Councilman Louis R. Jones, 
who invited the Ocean Park 
residents to present their views to 
Council, moved that the city con- 
sider condemnation proceedings 
from all reserved areas. Council 
voted unanimously in favor of 
the motion. 



Council accepts groundwater report 



City Council has unanimously 
accepted the conclusions and 
recommendations of the Great 
Neck and Little Neck Ground- 
water Task Force. 

The report, presented to Coun- 
cil last week, recommends a study 
by Old Dominion University of 
the aquifers and groundwater 
conditions in Great Neck and Lit- 
tle Neck with joint funding by the 
State and city. 



The TasK horce also recom- 
mends a public education 
program and modification of an 
ordinance which bans discharge 
of groundwater from water-to-air 
heat pumps.

The Center is governed by a 34- 
member Board of Trustees that 
sets policy and an eight-member 
executive committee. 

The Center has 1,350 members 
and six full-time and three part- 
-"■timeemfrfoyees and in 1 985 spent 
$291,736 for operations, with the 
largest form of revenue from 
contributions. The only city fun- 
ding was through the Arts and 
Humanities Commission 
($22,796). 

The proposed facility will be 
turned over to the city and leased 
to the Arts Center. Annual 
operating expense will be 
$577,000 and net revenues 
$606,000 with a staff of 14 full- 
time and three part-time em- 
ployees. 

The city, which last year set 
aside the $1.5 million con- 
tribution, has not appropriated 
the money yet. 

The Center is asking that the 
city release the money now so 
that construction could be star- 
ted. 

Phillips informed Council. that 
a public hearing is required for all 
appropriations over $1 million. 

The city, also paid over $283,000 
for sitework and contributed that 
land which brings its total expec- 
ted share of the $6,339,616 
project to $3.5 million or 55 per- 
cent. Included in the financing is 
$1,331,011 in private pledges as 
well as $1.5 million from the 
state. The Center has $2.7 
miyion in pledges and wUhcwt 
the state appropriation, the Cen- 
ter could use this money to con- 
struct the building. Fine said. 

Paul Sciortino, common- 
wealth's attorney, who said he 
had been associated with the Cen- 
ter only a few months, said that 
the Arts Center is needed in the 
largest city in the state and will be 
beneficial as a tourist attraction 
as well. 

When Fine said that the Board 
had no problem with the terms 
recommended. Council woman 
Mayera Oberndorf said that she 
received a call from a member 
who was in "violent opposition." 

Councilwoman Barbara 
Henley said that she voted again- 
st the allocation of the fund last 
year because it was done after the 
budget was adopted. She said 
that appropriations for the 
project should be made as they 
are with all other projects. 
Without the public hearing, she 
said, she weruiaiidt vote for the 
appropriation.

When Hurricane Gloria was 
churning its way toward Virginia 
Beach last September, many ex- 
perts were labeling it "the 
hurricane of the century." For- 
tunately, Gloria turned eastward 
just before approaching the 
Virginia coastline and spared the 
area much of the catastrophic 
damage it could have caused. 
Packing winds up to 1 35 mph and 
a storm surge of 9-12 feet, 
Gloria's glancing blow still 
caused damages in Virgnia 
estimated at $6.5 million and 
caused thousands of residents to 
evacuate the threatened coastal 
areas. 

As we enter the 1986 hurricane 
season (June 1-November 30), 
Virginia remains vulnerable to 
the whims of the raging storms 
that will inevi tably surface. Being 
prepared for the hurricane season 
can make a significant difference 
in coping with these violent stor- 
ms. 

Each eommunitym a hurricane 
region may havFovCTSll plans to 
combat this menace, but in- 
dividuals, too, need to be 
cautious and prepare for threats 
to their safety. Remember, 
because hurricanes are so un- 
predictable in their destructive 
capabilities, you might have to 
rely on yourself for a period of 
time during one of these storms . 

A hurricane begins as a 
tropical storm somewhere over 
the ocean. Rotating in circular 
pattern, the storm quickly picks 
up speed and momentum, 
reaching wind-speeds of 74 mph 



and is thus labeled a full-force 
hurricane. While the strong win- 
ds and heavy rains of a hurricane 
can pose a threat to human life 
and property, the most 
dangerous element of a hurricane 
is the storm surge. As the storm 
moves across coastal areas, tides 
of three to ten feet above normal 
are common occurrences. In 
some cases, surging tides may rise 
over 20 feet and flood low-lying 
inland areas. 

It is never too early to set aside 
the supplies you would need 
during a hurricane emergency. 
People traditionally stock sup- 
plies such as extra medication or 
an extra pair of glasses for 
emergency situations. A 
hurricane emergency is no less 
important, and special 
precautions or preparations 
should be made for youf pfdlec^ 
tion. 

The Virginia Department of 
Emergency Services and the 
National Weather Service suggest 
that a list of hurrreane 



preparation supplies should in- 
clude several days supply of 
drinking water and non- 
perishable food, a first-aid kit, a 
fire extinguisher, a battery- 
powered radio, flashlights, and 
extra batteries. 

If you live in a coastal area, 
have a safe evacuation route 
planned. Your community's 
hurricane preparedness plan

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Homeporting

Prior to my election in 1982, the Navy announ- 
ced plans to restructure fleet homeport assignmen- 
ts. Although this plan is intended to reduce 
vulnerability and enhance readiness, I believe it will 
do the opposite: the Navy's homeport plan will in- 
crease vulnerability and decrease readiness. 

The '^Strategic Homeport Plan" reverses recent 
Navy policy which consolidated most Navy surface 
ships in Norfolk and San Diego. Ships were con- 
solidated in these ports largely because of con- 
straints on federal spending during the 1970s. 

The budget situation now, if anything, is worse. 
Although fleet dispersal will require more man- 
power and additional operating/support funds, 
we're facing a budget crunch that may require 
manpower and operating/support fund reductions. 

Despite the budget situation in the 1970s, debate 
continued about whether it was wise to concentrate 
approximately 70% of our ships in seven major 
ports: Norfolk, San Diego, Charleston, Pearl 
Harbor, Mayport, Groton-New London and Long 
Beach. The Navy was concerned that too many 
ships in too few places could create the potential 
for another Pearl Harbor. 

In addition to addressing that problem, the Navy 
decided fleet dispersal would position ships nearer 
potential conflict areas. Ships on the Northwest 
coast, for example, would be closer to the North- 
west Pacific. Ships in South Texas would be closer 
to Central America. 

The Navy also claimed fleet dispersal would 
enhance battle group integrity, improve training 
and recruiting, expand logistics support, and 
preserve the shipyard industrial base. After all 
these promises, strategic homeporting started to 
smell like snake oil. 

The General Accounting Office (GAO) Report 
on strategic homeports raises significant questions 
about the real cost of implementing this plan. 
Their conclusion is that the Navy cost estimate of 
$799 miUion is too low. 

The Report specifically states: "We believe that 
the latest Navy estimates understate the cost to 
establish new homeports. The $799 million figure 
for initial opeflfting capability at the new homepor- 
ts does not inlcude^f identified costs. Specifically, 
family housing requirements, nonappropriated 
fund construction, and operations and maintenan- 
ce and outfitting costs are not included in this 
figure." 

The Report also concludes that in some cases 
facilities essential to base operations, such as radar 
towers and headquarters buildings, have been ex- 
cluded from initial operating capability cost 
estimates. In my opinion, more realistic cost 
estimate could more than double the cost of the 
strategic homeport plan over the next few years. 

I think everyone agrees cost is not the only issue 
when we talk about national security. We must ask 
the question: Is the strategic homeport plan good 
Naval strategy* Unfortunately, the Navy has never 
cited an analysis or stimulation to verify their 
claims of increased force survivability. 

They say that if just one ship were to survive an 
attack, the plan would be worth it. But I believe 
the money spent saving that ship might be better 
invested in other Navy needs-such as mine coun- 
termeasures, better security at existing facilities, or 
additional personnel funding. 

The Navy says fleet dispersal would counter the 
conventional threat of submarine attack. Yet two 
yrars ago the Navy said that Soviet plans to position 
more subs off the American coast were welcome 
because the sub packs would be more densely con- 
centrated and easier to find. Which is it? 

The Navy says dispersal will allow ships to get to 
sea in the event major harbors are mined. Yet it 
would not be difficult to mine all harbors. 
Inadequate mine countermeasures could force 
ships in less critical homeports to wait their turn, 
while more important neighbors were swept free of 
mines. This process could significantly retard our 
ability to get to sea. 

Since I've been in Congress, the only ships the 
Navy has consistently removed from budget 
requests have been minesweepers. The Navy 
League's 1986 Almanac of Sea Power says, "For 
many years the Navy paid scant attention to its 
mine-warefare program." Unfortunately, that 
may still be true. 

The Navy argues that dispersal will enhance our 
ability to reach "hot spots" around the world. But 
our response to conflict is made, not by ships in 
port, but by ships already on the scene. That's the 
whole rationale for forward deployment in the first 
place. We didn't send ships to respond to the 
Libyan crisis; they were already there. 

In some cases the plan would remove ships from 
the vicinity of likely conflict.

Legislators should clean up their own houses 



Editor: 

This is an effort, feeble though 
it may be, to raise public con- 
sciousness about a serious 
problem confronting the state. 
The issue, which could affect 
future generations dramatically, 
is most often referred to as 
"Conflicts of Interest," 

No topic has been more incon- 
sistently reported or written 
about; the blame must be borne 
equally be politician, journalist 
and citizens of Virginia, 

First, let's assess the problem, 
place the blame and name the 
names, 

Virginia's government features 
one of the strongest executive 
branches in the Union; but our 
government also retains normal 
checks and balances between the 
executive, legislative^ and judicial 
br|ivchf».a.yirgjni8 also has a 
part-tune legislature, an advan- 
tage not to be sacrificed lightly. 
Please cast a careful eye north of 
the Potomac to see the horrors of 
full-time legislative action if you 
doubt my premise. 

The legislature generally has 
not measured up to its charge: to 
judge the qualifications of its 
members, to punish for disor- 
derly behavior, and to expel 
members for violating reasonable 
standards of ethical conduct. In 
the case of State Senator Peter K. 
Babalas, because of a lack of 
knowledge about the distinct 
roles of the three branclws of 
government by the leadership of 
the General Assembly, failure to 
act tkcisively has deg^ened the 
present morass. 

Next we come to the Virginia 
law on the subject, the so-called 
Comprehensive Conflict of In- 
terests Act, The language used in 
the definitions section of this Act 
is incomprehensible to legal 
scholar and layman alike. 
Virginia's Attorney General and 
almost all editorial writers refuse 
to face the obvious, but support 
instead the gobbledygook when 
they think it will help nail 
Babalas, and react with righteous 
indignation when the mum- 
bojumbo catches a poor school- 
teacher's husband who is on the 
Board of Supervisor's of some 
small county. It is time for 
Governor Baliles, Attorney 
General Terry and former 
Senator Brault to forget their 
pride of authorships, and admit 
that simpler language and more 
vigorous prosecution would be an 



inteUectually more honest, if not 
necessarily the most political, 
solution. 

My principal concern is the 
^osion of legislative power: the 
imposition of restraints on the 
individual legislator's right to 
argue freely without fear of being 
questioned elsewhere for words 
spoken in legislative debate, I 
admit that Walker, Gartlan and 
Emick are names that pale when 
compared with Madison, Henry 
and Jefferson, but who is to say 
that one of our successors' 
eloquence on some particular 
issue may not save our form of 
goveriunent from extinction in 
the year 2020? Free debate has 
slowed kings and would-be kings 
at earlier times in our history! 

The unbridled power of the 
executive (Attorney General) to 
prosecute legislators in a court of 
law as permitted under the Com- 
prehensive Conflicts Act is a clear 
violation of Virginia's con- 
stitution, even if it costs votes; 
and even if elected officials aren't 
too popular with the public, 
somebody must urge restraint in 
these matters. 

Lastly, we return to the 
Babalas case and the recent 
decision of the Circuit Court of 
the City of Richmond. Judge 
Thomas N, Nance missed a 
golden opportunity to return 
sanity to this subject. Judge Nan- 
ce, a friend and classmate of 



mine, obviously was asleep 
during our constitutional law 
class many years ago for he not 
only failed tc recognize the ab- 
sence of power in the judiciary to 
try legislators for legislative acts, 
but by his summary action on the 
argument advanced he en- 
couraged more executive and 
judicial intrusion in purely 
legislative actions. 

There are, however, things that 
should be done to assure more 
public confidence in elfctnl of- 
ficials. 

First, we, legislators must 
move immediately to clean up 
our houses. If the conduct is im- 
proper, then we must say so, and 
if a member's conduct is bad 
enough, then we must expel him 
and call for an election in his 
district. Second, no special 
treatment should be shown 
legislators except those guaran- 
teed by constitution if a l^islator 
takes money to cast a vote, indict 
him for bribery and prosecute 
him fully. The crime is complete 
when he agrees to accept money 
for his vote and there is no need 
to look at his legislative activity. 

We should be careful to a fault 
when we tinker with carefully 
crafted constitutional principle in 
the name of trying to get rid of a 
few unsavory characters.

Tappers new book creates more 
than tie-in with fantasy game fad

The popularity of fantasy role- 
playing games has lead several 
authors to contemplate what life 
would seem like to a playing piece 
in a game. 

On a philosophical level, if a 
bishop in a chess game were alive, 
would he be aware of the player 
behind him or would he believe 
he had chosen to move himself? 
Perhaps, we've all had days when 
we felt like someone else was 
whisking us from one crisis to 
another. 

Marion Zimmer Bradley and 
Andre Norton are two well- 
known fantasy authors who have 
explored this idea, 7%e House 
Between the Worlds by Bradley 
and Norton's Quag Keep are en- 
joyable adventures that suggest 
new dimensions to reality. There 
have been other books, 
however, capitalizing on the 
games, that disappointed readers 
and made them wary of this 
theme in the hands of unknown 
writers. This may explain the lack 
of attention one very good new 
author is getting. 

Sheri S. Tepper has created a 
fascinating and original world 
populated by gamesmen and 
pawns. Her first novel, King's 
Blood Four, seemed like sword- 
and sorcery fantasy, but its 
sequel, Necromancer Nine, 
revealed that the world was 
colonized from Earth and 
deliberately organized like a 
game. These two books and 
Wizard's Eleven follow the 
growing-up of Peter. As a 
schoolboy he becomes 
disasterously involved with a 
handsome, talented intriguer 
and, at the cost of his innocence, 



discovers his heritage. His adven- 
tures develop a depth of charac- 
ter rarely encountered in today's 
fantasy novels. Peter finds im- 
mense powers but using them 
even to save the world threatens 
his own identity. 

On completing the trilogy 
about Peter, Tepper turned to his 
mysterious mother. Two books in 
her saga have been published, 
The Song ofMavin Manyshaped 
and The Flight OfMavin Many- 
shaped. Even as a child Mavin is 
more pragmatic and responsible 
than her son. Still, her awakening 
to the fate of adolescent girls in 
hef family is memorable and 
shows real ihsight into human 
behavior. While still working on 
this trilogy, Tepper has begun 
another featuring Jinian Footseer 
who fell in love with Peter in 



Wizard's Eleven. 

Tepper exceUs at characters in 
the throes of adolescence. The in- 
ternal crises of finding out who I 
am and the threats of the external 
world both seem real even though 
those threats come from magical 
beings in a strange world. The 
strange world itself is also vivid, 
relying on a well developed 
history of both human and native 
populations. Its villains are 
repulsive and menacing in- 
dividuals with different motives 
and characters. The characters 
and the setting combine with 
suspenseful plots to explore 
universal human issues within the 
genre of fantasy. In so doing, 
Tepper has offered readers far 
more than a tie-in with the fan- 
tasy game fad. 
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Let's Talk last week reviewed 
some of the recommendations in 
the latest national report on im- 
proving public education. 

One of the most significant 
ideas called for a restructuring of 
the schools to increase teachers' 
decision-making responsibility 
and professional autonomy. The 
current organizational structure in 
Virginia Beach lends itself to im- 
plementing this recommendation. 

In comparison to most school 
divisions, Virginia Beach prin- 
cipals are given much greater 
authority and latitude on how 
their schools will be operated. In 
fact, the school principal has 
been designated the instructional 
leader of the school. 

This organizational framework 
encourages the individual school 
to come up with its plans based 
on its own analysis of that 
school's problems. Principals, 
teachers, students and parents 
now have the opportunity to 
think their problems through and 
determine their priorities, using 
as much data as possible. Then

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the principal, representing that 
school, can sit down with the 
superintendent and the superin- 
tendent's staff to discuss the 
needs of the school and call upon 
the resources of the division to 
help that individual school find 
remedies for their concerns. 

This organizational structure 
calls for a very high level of ad- 
ministrator competence. Prin- 
cipals are now being held accoun- 
table professionally as well as 
administratively. The Virginia 
Beach commitment to this type of 
plan literally mandates that we 
have excellent administrators 
who can lead as well as carry out 
administrative duties. 

What we have not made much 
progress on is the relationship 
between principals and teachers 
and the degree of autonomy 
and authority and responsibility 
that principals are willing to 
delegate to teachers. Until the 
school system is vrilling to re- 
examine and improve traditional 
relationships between teachers 
and administrators much of the 
potential of this organizational 
structure for improving in- 
dividual schools will be lost. 

Some principals innately have 
the leadership qualities and styles 
which allow them to have their 
teachers bubbling with ideas they 
want to implement. Other prii^ 
cipals are threatened when 
teachers want to make changes 
and improvements in the school 
program, policies, or 
procedures. So one tWng that 
principals need to understand is 
that what they want for their 
own schools in terms of 
autonomy and autority and 
responsibility is precisely what 
teachers want for themselves. 



For a numbers of years, the 
school system has included staff 
involvement in school planning 
policy. It requires each school to 
have a system for the staff of the 
school to make suggestions and 
carry on dialogue about those 
suggestions. Once again, in those 
schools where principals have 
leadership competence as well a& 
administrative skill, the staff in- 
volvement program works ex- 
ceedingly well. In those school 
where the administators see every 
suggestion or idea as a challenge 
to their management, trying use 
the staff involvement procedure 
is an exercise in futility. Some 
teachers even report it is hazar- 
dous to their professional healthy 
It is the highest hope of the 
Virginia Beach Educatioh 
Association that the school 
system will set improving the 
professional climate in tl^e 
schools as a top priority for the 
n«it five years. Teachers are en- 
thusiastic and determined to con- 
tinue their commitment to im- 
prove the quality of the school 
systems instructional prograni. 
Now efforts need 16 be Increased 
on encouraging principals to ac- 
cept that the next chapter of 
educational reform must be ac- 
complished through

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A firefighters work schedule

Your Virginia Beach 
professional firefighter has a 
work schedule very different 
from most people. They go to 
work and stay on duty for 24 
hours, but they get off for 48 
hours. 

Virginia Beach has 76 
firefighters on duty around the 
clock. There are 16 fire stations 
in the city of Virginia Beach and 
every section has at least 2 fire- 
fighters on duty. 

The firefighters come to work 
at 6 p.m. and relieve the other 
shift that has been there for the 
past 24 hours. Each person is 
responsible for checking out their 
own air mask and tools. The 
drivers are responsible for 
checking out the truck in which 
they drive. After the equipment is 
all checked out, they usually sit 
down for dinner. After dinner 
they have a drill or do exercises. 
The firefighters then go to bed 
about 10 or 11 p.m. 

They roll out of bed at 7 a.m. 
sharp and after breakfast, usually 
at 8 a.m., they sweep, mop and 
clean the firehouse better than 
they clean their own houses. Bet- 
ween 9 a.m. and noon they either 
wax the fire trucks or fix the tools 
or buff the floors but at exactly 
noon its time to eat again! At 1 
p.m. its time for another drill or 



exercises. From 2 to 4 p.m. they 
finish up with what they started 
in the morning and at 5 p.m. they 
wash and fuel the trucks for the 
on coming shift. 

Now this schedule could be 
slightly thrown off if they were to 
get a fire call. Very seldom do 
they sleep all night and very 
seldom do they eat a meal 
without being interrupted. The 



firefighters also give tours of the 
fire station to children. They also 
assist the rescue squads on life- 
threatning situations. 

So, that is basicly the work 
routine for your Virginia Beach 
firefighter. Go by and visit your 
local fire station and ask for a 
tour and remember that smoke 
detectors can save lives. Install 
one today.

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The controversial parcel con- 
tarns only 7100 square feet, 
possibly the smallest piece of land 
Council had to consider Monday

Except for about 27 homes in 
the subdivision, in addition to the 
eight, all the homes have access 
to the water. 

Members of the Trust claim 
that they were sold the property 
with the understanding that ac- 
cess to the water would be 
provided by the lot, which is too 
small for a house. They intend to 
have eight boat docks on the 
property after dredging Stratton 
Creek which connects with Broad 
Bay and eventually to 
Chesapeake Bay. 

Council granted the permit by 
a vote of 7-4 with those voting 
against approval including Coun- 
cilman Robert G. Jones, Vice 
Mayor Reba McClanan, and 
Councilwoman Meyera Ober- 
ndorf and Barbara Henley. 

Jones maintained that in acting 
on the permit, Council would be 
violating its own zoning ordinan- 
ce which requires the applicant to 
be the owner of the property in 
question or holder of a contract 
with the owner. Since the owner- 
ship is in question, the applicants 
do not meet that qualification, 
KcordingtoJQR^,: _ . , .

G. R. Berkeley, a former 
stockholder in the development 
company, the defunct Crystal 
Lake Development Company 
which is now in receivership, said 
that the eight lots were never 
promised access to the water. 
The vast majority of the f<Sid(SBitS' 
he said, oppose the use as a boat 
dock or marina. 

Jim Beveriy, of 416 Goodspeed 
Road, cited the safety of Stratton 
Creek and the uncertainty over 
the extent of the dredging. 

Robert E. Hoffman, whose 
home adjoins the lot, said that 
the neighborhood has be(X>me 
divided over the controversy. 
"Caton would have us believe," 
he said, "that every piece of 
property on the water should 
have boat docks. He said the 
concerns were neighborhood 
safety, the lack of supervision on 



the parcel, the absence of deed 
restrictions relating to the title 
and the size of the boats which 
would be docked at the parcel. 

With the permit, the applicants 
can proceed with the construction 
of the docks once permission is 
granted by the Corps of 
Engineers.

Caton said that only one man, 
Salop, has brought the law suit. 

Council set a number of con- 
ditions to the permit. The ap- 
plicants will not be permitted to 
rent the boat docks or allow 
others to use them, buffers will 
Wcrected on the east and w«t 
side of the property, boats will be 
hmited to 25 feet, no utilities will 
be placed on the property, no 
partying will be allowed and no 
pJayground will be permitted oa^ 
the property.

The city and residents 
have been embroiled in the con- 
troversy for 20 years. 

Councilman Louis R. Jones, 
who requested the ordinance, 
said the subject has been 
discussed more than any other in 
executive session.

the issue for a long time and is 
now attempting "to do the right 
thing... trying to protect the in- 
terests of all taxpayers."

What 
sttyoM going to do with public 
land that disappears?" he asked. 
Most of the land is under water at 
high tide. He also said the city 
was getting into sand replenish- 
ment for the area. 

Residents, represented by 
Charles Salle, their attorney, 
supported the ordinance. Salle 
maintams that condemantion of 
the land would settle the issue of 
title, that the land would be pur- 
chased for public use. He said 
that since so much of the land is 
under water the appraisals 
should not be high. However, he 
Mid, if apprMsals are too high for 
the city, it does not have to accept 
them so long as the city does not 
go on the property. 

"Using condemnation should 
not block you into acquiring 
something you don't like. If you 
don't like the price," said Salle, 
"you can back off . The land has 
no value and you won't have that 
problem," he insisted. 

He saw as no objection any in- 
consistency between the suit 
where the city claims public 
ownership of the property wid 
another where it is condemning 
the same property. "Our point is 
that they don't have... rights, but 
if they do, we're going to take 
it...; In hindsight, this would 
have been the answer five years 

Residents are hoping that with 
public ownership of the property, 
the city would institute a sand 
replenishment program for the 
waterfront which has eroded sub- 
stantially in the pjut few y«u-s. 
Residents have pointed out that 
sand dredged from the Lyn- 
nhaven is carted to the ocean 
beaches when it should be used 
on the Bay beaches. 

The City Attorney's office ex- 
pressed concerns about the move. 
Attorney David Hay said that 
the city can only back out if it 
doesn't enter the prop«ty. Still 
to be established arc the nec«ity 
for the property, the purpose of 
the inland properties, erosion 
assessments, and the fair market 
value. Some of the adjoining 
private lot owners then may 
require an interest in the beach, 
he added. 

"The day is coming whoi the 
city is going to have to stand up 
to determine public rights," said 

&aie. 

Councihnan H. Jack Jennings 
Jr. deplorrf the per^ption of 
landowners that the beach was 
"my b^A." He said that if 
Cwuicil Is sucMssfuI, tlw b«ch 
will be a public b^ch, not "my 
beach."

Navy officer's 
brings him full 

Retiree Lieutenant Command 
(LCDR) Ralph Lasky stood in 
front of Naval Air Station 
Oceana Commanding Officer 
Captain L.F. Norton awaiting his 
orders. 

"Bupers orders 0286. Subject: 
Retirement order for LCDR 
Ralph Lasky, United States 
Navy. Your requ^t to be tran- 
sferred to the retired list was ap- 
proved by the Secretary of the 
Navy effective 1 June 1986," the 
captain read. He then conunen- 
ted, "You can be justifiably 
proud of your accomplishmen- 
ts." 

He began his career at Oceana 
and he ended it here! After 30 
years in the Navy LCDR Ralph 
Lasky recently retired. 
Ceremonies were held at the old 
gymnasianj fw -the man who 
came to Nawal Air Station 
Oceana in w6 as an airman ap- 
prentice straight from basic 
training and retired 30 years 
later as a lieutenant commander. 

"As soon as I came in I deter- 
nuned that aviation was the way 
to go... It's more fun," said 
Lasky. He was assigned to the 
Aircraft Intermediate Main- 
tenance Department (AIMD) 
prior to his retirement . 

"Serving my country has 
always been important to me," 
said the former enlisted man. 
Lieutenant Commander Lasky 
enlisted in the Navy in 1956 and 
was m^ried in 1957 to his wife of 
29 years, Leota. Together they 
transferred 18 times, crossing the 
United States four times.

Lieutenant Commander Lasky 
advanced through the enlisted 
ratings to become a chief elec- 
trician's mate. He then spent two 
years as a warrant officer before 
commissioning as a lieutenant 
junior grade in the limited duty 
officer program in 1971. "It is 
always hard to go from one 
group of people to another. But, 
I was determined that it wouldn't 
change me. If it were going to 
change me I didn't want it," said 
Laskey. 

"To like the Navy, you have to 
like the way of life. If you don't 
like the way of life you shouldn't 
stay in. A military person is a 
different breed of people," said 
Lasky about the people he has 
met in the Navy. "Change has 
kept me in. You don't stay in one 
place all the time. You get to 
meet new people, do hewTttlngS" 
that stimulates and keeps me 
going. Whenever it came time to 
transfer we were ready to go," he 
related. 

Having ehlisfed atthe lender 
age-of 47, iasky recommends 
young people join the service. 
"The military is good for a young 
person. When you get in the 
Navy you have a responsibility. 
You don't get that everywhere. 
In the Navy even the most junior 
people have some respon- 
sibilities. That helps you mature. 
The Navy has the faith in you 
that says you can handle it." 

Just as coming to NAS Oceana 
brought his career full circle he 
and his wife now head back to 
their home state of Maine to farm 
livestock.

crisis in Europe would find ships in the Gulf of 
Mexico at distinct disadvantage in terms of distance 
to station and the potential challenge of sailing 
through the Florida Straits. 

Battle group integrity could actually be enhanced 
by concentrating ships in a few key homeports. In 
Norfolk, for example, we can build a task force by 
picking and choosing among a great variety of 
combatants. That might not be possible in strategic 
homeports. 

Contrary to the stated purpose of bringing 
"coallocated" ships together, the Navy told GAO 
that even with strategic homeports, a carrier or 
battleship might not deploy with the same ships 
twice in succession. Why spend all this money to 
get something that may not be as good as what we 
have now? 

The Corpus Christi Surface Action Gf Oiip, for 
example, could not respond as planned to a Carib- 
bean crisis if one or more of USS Wisconsin's escort 
ships was in repair or overhaul. Contrary to hopes 
for battle group integrity, the ships would have to 
be replaced by ships from other ports. Do we really 
need twelve rfew homeport cities to continue 
business as usual? 

Fleet dispersal will also make training more dif- 
ficult by moving personnel away from training cen- 
ters. Most training facilities are located near major 
ports, such as San Diego and Norfolk. What do we 
gain by ensuring personnel will be separated from 
their families whenever the schedule calls for 
specialized training, training that isn't or won't be 
available in strategic homeports for many years to 
come? 

Finally, the Navy's hip repair and overhaul 
work will not grow much in the next few years. 
With a relatively fixed amount of repair and 
overhaul work in the forseeable future, the loser in 
fleet dispersal will be naval shipyards near major 
naval bases. I don't want to see that happen. 

As the issue of strategic homeports has been con- 
sidered in the House Armed Services Subcommittee 
on Military Installations and Facilities, I have 
fought to postpone or curtail projects that go along 
with this program. They don't make good sense 
strategically or financially. 

Some projects will go forward as planned; others 
will be put on hold until we gather more facts about 
how much they'll cost. These delays will give the 
Defense Department time to come to grips with 
legitimate constraints on their authority to spend 
your money for programs and projects of marginal 
value. 

Barry Goldwater was right when he wrote to 
Secretary of Defense Caspar ' Weinberger: "The 
issue of homeporting for navy ships is soon to come 
up before the Senate and quite frankly I'm opposed 
to it. It seems to me that about half of our fleet is 
out to sea at all times and there is no reason, in my 
mind why we have to go to all this expense to 
prepare harbors and docks for ships where those 
facilities already exist . " 

In my heart I know he's right. The Strategic 
Homeport Plan is bad for the nation, bad for the 
Navy, and bad for Virginia. I will continue doing 
everything possible to stop it.

In one of its last actions before 
the new Council takes over. City 
Council approved a theme park 
for General Booth Boulevard. 

The vote would have been 
unanimous except for the reduc- 
tion of a buffer strip around the 
park. During the three-hour and 
35 minute discussion on the issue 
Monday night, the width of the 
buffer strip surfaced as the major 
point of disagreement. 

In the final 9-2 vote, at 12:40 
a.m. Tuesday, Councilwoman 
Barbara Henley and Meyera 
Oberndorf dissented although 
they had indicated they would 
have voted for the project with a 
200-foot buffer. The buffer was 
reduced to 100 feet extending 
from the northern property line 
to Owl's Creek with a P-1 Preser- 
vation district rezoning. The 
preservation zoning will come at 
a later date. 

Vice Mayor Reba McClanan 
who made the final motion said 
that having the land zoned 
Preservation District was the next 
best thing to getting the land in 
fee simple. She had asked the 
city in exchange for reducing the 
buffer from 200 feet to that 100 
feet. The applicant refused to 
dedicate the property which led 
to McClanan's original motion to 
include a condition requiring a 
200 foot buffer. 

Henley said that she would 
have to stick with the Planning 
Commission's recommendation 
which was for 200 feet. 

The successful motion also in- 
cluded an extension of the hours 
for the park on weekends and 
: hoUd«y& iM»)y<<». Manorial Day 
and Labor Day. The park will be 
open from 10 a.m. to 10 p.m., 
but will be permitted to remain 
open until midnight on week- 
ends and holidays from 
Memorial Day to Labor Day. 
The staff and the Planning 
Commission had recommended 
that vegetation can be undistrubed 
in a 200 feet buffer. Council's 
motion directs the applicant to 
work with the staff to determine 
where vegetation would be 
restored. 

Councilwoman Nancy Creech 
abstained from the discussion 
and the vote because she is 
president of the Virginia Beach 
Museum of Marine Sciences. 
Much of the concern expressed 
involved a Tjosstble negative im- 
pact on the museum, in par- 
ticular, on its marshlands walk- 
way which is next door to the 
theme park site. 

Most of the speakers Monday 
night favored the park although 
concerns were expressed about 
the impact on the environment, 
on the traffic and on noise. 

Robert Cromwell, attorney 
representing the applicants (E.S. 
Garcia and Joseph A. Gelardi are 
principals of Aqua Sports), said 
that the park would be developed 
on a 74.5 acre tract on the east 
side of South Birdneck Road, 830 
feet south of Bells Road. The 
park would be combined with 
Wildwater Rapids which is on a 
12-acre site and owned by the ap- 
plicant. Five acres of land is 
zoned B-2 Business and the 
remainder A-1 Agricultural. The 
classifications reqire a use permit 
for an amusement park. 

The build-out period for the 
park is expected to be six years. 
Cromwell said that attendance at 
the park is expected to average 
10/000 persons a day. 

Bruce R. Robinson, of B. R. 
Robinson Associates, Cincinnati, 
is architect for the park. Robin- 
son has designed parks such as 
King's Dominion and King's 
Island. 

Robinson said the park has 
been divided to reduce its impact 
on the community and is patter- 
ned after a park in Copenhagen, 
Denmark. It will have rides, at- 
tractions and shows, sections for 
a space program, oriental area, 
old Virginia crafts, motor world 
area, marine life (with a small 
amphitheater, and a par- 
ticipatory play area in a fantasy 
environment. 

He said that the park will build 



the tourist base and extend the 
stay of tourists in the area. 
Height restrictions of 35 feet will 
apply to the rides as well as the 
buildings. 

The applicant brought in ex- 
perts to discuss the noise, the 
KOlo^yand the engineering. 

Dr. Chris Fuller, a consulting 
engineer who is an associate 
professor at Virginia Tech with a 
PhD in accoustical engineering, 
said that the decibel count with 
the park wouldn't differ from the 
decibel count without the park. 
To reach this conclusion, he said, 
he simulated the noise of 10 race 
cars with a crane and checked the 
noise level at different sites in- 
cluding Rudee's Restaurant, in 
the Shadow Lawn section of 
Virginia Beach, and the Erosion 
Commission next door.

Dominion University, also a 
PhD, said the site had been badly 
abused while controlled by the 
Navy. He recommended 
rehabilitation of the land. He 
also said that vegetation does not 
function as a noise attenuator 
and that the difference between 
a 100-foot and 200-foot buffer is 
the difference between six 
decibels and three decibels. 

Ben Burton, professional 
engineer, Talbot Associates, said 
efforts will be made to reduce the 
volume of runoff with retention 
measures so that the water would 
release slowly into Owl's Creek.

Council approves $1.5 million 
for new arts center 



City Council has unanimously 
approved a $1.5 million ap- 
propriation toward the cost of 
the Virginia Beach Arts Center 
building. 

The center will be located at 
Toll Road Park which has been 
leased by the city to the center. 
The lease and the appropriation 
were approved Monday night. 

The center will cost an 
estimated $4,615,000, toward 
which the state is being asked to 



contribute another $1.5 million. 
Private contributions are expec- 
ted to make up the rest. 

The city's money will be 
released only after 20 percent of 
the construction has been com- 
pleted and 80 percent of the 
pledge revenue realized. Council 
also will appoint four persons 
plus the director of general ser- 
vices to serve on the Executive 
Committee and the Board of 
Trustees of the Art Center .

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Drive 55? 



When Congress decided in 1974 to impose a 55- 
mph speed limit on the entire United States, it ran 
afoul of a legal technicality known as the Con- 
stitution. 

This document reserved certain powers to the 
states an among these powers was the authority to 
regulate state and local highways . 

To get around this impediment, Congress merely 
wished aloud that no one drive faster than 55 mph 
and then decreed that any state allowing higher 
speeds would be subject to loss of its federal high- 
way aid. 

All 50 states plus Puerto Rico duly submitted to 
this pressure and enacted 55-mph speed limits. 

Now, for the first time since the double nickel- 
became a nationwide reality, the feds are imposing 
the sanction. 

The announced victims are Arizona and Ver- 
mont and their sin, according to Transportation 
Secretary Elizabeth Dole, is inadequate enfor- 
cement of the 55-mph limit . 

For this, Mrs. Dole is proposing to withhold up 
to 10 percent of federal highway funds due each 
state. 

Mrs. Dole's decision to pick on Arizona and 
Vermont could be a portent of things to come for 
other states. Or, it could merely reflect the tiny 
congressional delegations that give Arizona and 
Vermont minimal influence in power-charged 
Washington. 

In any case, it is obvious that more and more 
Americans are effectively repealing the 55-mph 
speed limit with their right feet. 

Why? Presumably because the energy crisis— the 
original rationale for lower speed limits— seems 
long-since gone or at least in lengthy abeyance. 

Then too, there is new evidence suggesting that 
highway, and especially freeway safety is less 
determined by whether the speed limit is 55-mph 
or, say 65-mph than by whether most of the traffic 
proceeds at a similar speed. 

Secretary Dole is only doing her job by exercising 
the one sanction the law provides for states that 
slack off on enforcing the 55-mph speed limit. , 

But shouldn't the Transportation Department 

and Congress be focusing as well on whether it 

really makes sense to have a single speed limit for 

^ urban freeways and the lonely stretches of Arizona 

desert? 

And while Washington ponders that question, it 
might consider as well whether the proper remedy 
for spotty enforcanent of speed limits is a cut in the 
highway funds most states need to keep roadways 
properly maintained as a matter of safety. 



IRA 



To most of us, the term IRA no longer stands for 
the radical Irish Republican Army, but instead, In- 
dividual Retirement Account . 

Some 28 million American households have 
established IRA's. Roughly 65 percent of them 
have incomes of less than $40,000 a year and nearly 
80 percent less than $50,000 annually. 

They were lured into saving for the future by a 
significant lax benefit, coupled with fears that 
Social Security coverage will not be available or will 
be substantially reduced by the time they retire. 

Prevailing thought in Congress is to eliminate the 
tax dwiuctions for IRA's as a part of the reform 
package now under consideration. 

Senator John Warner is cosponsoring a 
resolution that seeks to preserve IRA deductions. 
He is joined by Senators William Roth, Robert 
Dole, Bob Packwood and Mack Mattingle in this 
endeavor. 

The resolution, introduced by Roth, urges the 
following: 

That the Senate give the highest priority to 
retaining maximum possible tax benefits for IRA's 
to encourage their use as a principal vehicle for en- 
suring retirement security. 

That the retention of the tax benefit of IRA's 
should be accomplished in a manner which does 
not adversely affect the tax rates or distribution by 
income class otherwise provided for in the Tax 
Reform Act of 1986. 

"It is my belief that we should be encouraging 
our citi^rais to provide for their retirement security 
and not rely solely on Social Security," Warner 
siad. 

"The IRA program has enjoyed overwhelming 
acceptance by middle income Americans, and it is 
my hope that it can be preserved in the final tax 
reform bill." 

We agree with Warner's observations and endor- 
se the Roth resolution. 

Social S«;urity benefits may survive into the next 
antury, but we believe the standard of living 
provided solely by those benefits will be unaccep- 
table to most Americans.

See no evil, hear ho evil, speAk 
no evil is thie apparent motive 
behind a murder and several 
brutal attacks at a Midwestern 
University. Paula Gosling's latest 
mystery, Monkey Puzzle, is an 
adroit exploration of campus life 
disrupted by murder. 

Aiken Adamson is easily the 
most disliked professor at Gran- 
tham University. His ability to 
discover unpleasant secrets about 
his fellow faculty members and to 
use this information to put 
pressure on them makes him a 



powerful and hated figure on the 
campus. When he is hit on the 
head, stabbed and his tongue cut 
out, suspicion falls on his 
colleac^es in the Enj^h Depar- 
tmenrwhowere thelast people to 
see him aUve. 

Kate Trevome, a young instr- 
uctor, finds herself caught up in 
the confusion, both as suspect- 
she had good reason to want 
Adamson dead~and as victim- 
the killer attempts to blind her 
when she discovers yet another 
attemptol murder. She also finds 
her life ffisrupted by the police 
officer investigating the case; a

Swimming pools can be a hazard, 
National Safety Council warns 



The summer months are peak 
months for drowning, accounting 
for' about one-half of the total 
number of drowning fatalities 
each year, according to the 
National Safety Council. 

Council statistics indicate that 
drowning is the third leading 
cause of accidental death in the 
United States, following only 
motor vehicle accidents and falls 
in fatality totals. Approximately 
5,700 people drowned in the U.S. 
in 1984, the latest year for which 
statistics are available. 

According to the Council, 
home and public swimming pook 
are associated with between 600 
and 650 drownings each year. 
Many of these accidents can be 
avoided by following these safety 



guidelines: 

•NdSr swim aioDc. Swim in 
areas supervised by a lifeguard 
whenever possible. Stay within 
^ur swimming limitations. 

•Check water depth before 
tfvlBg. Do no drive into depths 
of less than four feet. Do not dive 
into any above-the-ground pool. 

•Sarroaad yoar pool with a 
fence to prevent unauthorized en- 
try, if local ordinance permit. 

•Make iwc ao adntt nipenrbes 
chlMrai in or near any swimming 
pool or body of water at all 
times. Empty plastic portable or 
wading poob after children have 
finished playing, and keep them 
turned ovr until they are in use. 

•Do lot operate electrical 
eqalpnent near a pool or body of 
water where it can be accidentally 



knocked or dropped into the 
water. Do not operate electrical 
equipment when you are wet or in 
wet clothing. Stay out of the 
water during thunderstorms and 
severe weather. 

•Do not use gjitat contalnen in 

or near a pool. 

The Council urges swimmers to 
learh" and practice "reaching 
assists"~helping a swimmer in 
difficulty by lying flat at the edge 
of a pool or dock and extending 
an arm, a pole, a paddle, a towel 
or clothing. Courses in swim- 
ming, lifesaving, first aid and 
CPR are also recommended. 

The Council noted that the 
1984 drowning total is down 12 
percent front 1983, and is the 
lowest total on record.

School vandalism deserves public's full attention 
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Schools broken into; gas jets 
turned on in science laboratories; 
fire extinguishers sprayed around 
"cTaslrooms and cafeterias; 
teachers' cars damaged in 
school parking lots; rented text- 
books returned with missing 
covers and pages rendering them 
unusable. 

These are examples of the sen- 
seless acts of vandalism occurring 
more and more frequently in 
Virginia Beach schools. 

Vandalism-has^ always been 
with us. Back in the days of the 
one-room schoolhouse, it took 
the form of Johnny carving his 
initials in the desktop. Today's 
acts of vandalism are costing tax- 
payers thousands "of dollars, 
dollars which could be better 
spent inproving educational 
programs and services. 

Acts of vandalism may seem 
harmless to the immature youth 
because they don't appear to hurt 
anyone directly. But the victims 
of crimes against public school 
property are you and me, 
Virginia taxpayers, and our 
children. All the effects of van- 
dalism can't be measured in 
dollars and cents. Even more 
devastating is the disruption of 
the learning process and the 
negative effect it has on students 
and teachers touched by the ex- 
perience. Occasionally, even the 
vandals find themselves the vic- 
tims when they get caught and 
have to spend < the rest , &t thm 
live^jcoping with thf,sjjg|?a^(^ift, 
police record. 



Why do young people par- 
ticipate in these crimes? 
Sometimes its "for the fun of it" 
or because "we were just playing 
around." To some, it's a way of 
getting even with authority 
figures and institutions that can 
be blamed for personal failures. 
As our student population 
escalates, there are more people 
competing for teacher attention, 
spots on the football team or par- 
ts in a school play. There are 
fewer chances for students who 
are not excelling in the classroom 
to build self-esteem. Disruptive 
behavior in front of peers is often 
one way to bolster an ego. 




Another factor may be lack of 
school pride. Attitudes such as 
interest in education and respect 
for teachers and schools are no 
longer being automatically tran- 
smitted to students. 

Prevent Vandalism 

Vandalism can be prevented. 
The Virginia Education 
Association has offered the 
following suggestions: 

•When you discipline your 
child, make sure you do it con- 
sistently. Don't make exceptions 
for another member of the family 
or exact a greater penalty for a 
lesser crime. Make sure the child 
knows what kind of behavior you 
expect. 

•Set a good example by 
showing concern for your neigh- 
bors imd respect for their proper- 
!ty,j;*lBke. the children pay 
restitution for carelessly broken 



windows or have them replant 
bulbs in a trampled flower bed. 

•Make it clear that public 
property is your property paid 
for with your taxes. Encourage 
pride in the community through 
beautification and clean-up ef- 
forts. 

•Give the children a chance to 
develop a sense of responsibility 
and self-respect. Start out with 
something that offers very few 
chances for failure. If the 

children are not top students, 
make sure they understand that 
there are other ways in which 
they can xcel. 

•Encourage your child to resist 
dares and other forms of peer 
pressure and to express disap- 
proval when friends vandalize, 
littertHTtrah^xplalffthat a real 
friend would never try to talk 
another into doing something 
wrong. 

As parents and teachers, we 
can help to increase respect' for 
the property of others. Remem- 
ber, vandalism proves one thing - 
stupidity is hard to {tide. 

This is my final column for 
The Virginia Beach Sun as VBEA 
President. I have appreciated the 
opportunity to bring teacher's 
perspectives on the issues in 
public education to you, the 
citizens. 

The Virginia Beach Sun should 
be applauded for providing this 
forum. For only by listening to 
each other and working together 
can we as teachers and parents ad- 
vocate the kind of positive 
changes needed to give our 
children an education of ex- 
cellence and quality.
